Especial stress is laid 
upon the dif­ 
ficulty of w riting the history of an alien 
literature, because of all forms of criti­ 
cism that is most difficult in which the 
Avriter addresses him self to the affairs ot 
another nation. 
It is difficult to criticise 
justly its m ilitary 
operations 
and 
com­ 
m ercial activities, though they are almost 
purely exoteric and objective demonstra- 
tons- 
It is more difficult to criticise its 
government and laws, because they are 
m easureably expressive 
of 
the 
innate 
genius and ideals of the people. 
It is 
most difficult to criticise its literature, be­ 
cause it is altogether esoteric, subjective, 
expressive of the mo.<t intimate indvidu- 
ality, the most essential personality, of 
the people. 
To appraise it aright, one 
must enter into the very minds of the 
alien people, possess their mental fuini- 
ture, 
experience 
their 
intellectual 
pro­ 
cesses and be in brief like Popes “ perfect 


Ju d g e ,” who— 
w ill read each work ot wit 
W ith the same spirit that its author writ. 
It is because of the difficu lty of doing 
this that many great works are unappre­ 
ciated 
by

which they were written.

chief solution of the fire problem on our 
farms and practically the only solution 
unless inventions and developments make 
fire fighting apparatus more useful than 
they now are with the sparse settlement 
and limited w’ater supplies of the country 
districts- 
Farm ers 
should 
realize that 
they are paying an enormous tax annu­ 
ally through this loss and that they have 
it within their 
power 
to 
reduce the 
amount of the tax considerably. 
It is im­ 
portant that their atteniion be called to 
methods that they can use to prevent a 
large part of this enormous destruction. 
Some good work has already been done 
along this line by insurance companies 
and others, but that the present w'ork is 
not adequate is showm by the fact that 
the loss goes on in increasing volume.”

The fir.st gas stove in the United States 
was exhibited in Philadelphia in 187 6, al­ 
though there are records of experiments 
with gas for cooking in England, as early 
as the 18 th century. 
The development of 
gas household appliances, how'ever, has 
taken place almost entirely within the last 
half century, for until the advent of the 
electric light, gas was used mainly for 
lighting.
